Trail, 03. C, April 25.— The first pig 
lead, the product of ore mined, smelted 
nnd refined in Canada, has been pro- 
duced by the lead refinery erected by 
the Canadian Smelting works, at Trail, 
and early in May the plant will be in 
full operation with sufficient capacity to 
refine all the present output of the 
works here. 

'It is the first and only silver-lead re- 
finery in the Dominion, and Its product 
is the highest grade of manufacturing 
lead. The refinery will encourage the 
consumption of Canadian lead in Can- 
ada, especially that consumed in the 
manufacture of paint. 

At present Canadian lend is marketed 
abroad and manufactured into white lead 
about 8,000 tons of which are annually 
imported from Germany. After having 
about 12,000 miles of transportation, and 
the foreign labor of refining and con- 
verting into white lead taxed against it, 
it is brought back to Canada and used 
in tho manufacture of paint. This is 
made possible by reason of the fact that 
there is only 5 per cent, dufy on whito 
lead. It is understood that white lend 
works will be established in connection 
with the refinery upon the supposition 
that the government may bo induced to 
adjust the tariff.

The Immigration Amendments 
Disappoint— No Fear 
of Combine. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, April 25.— There is consider- 
able dissatisfaction over Sir Richard 
Cartwright's 'bill to amend the immigra- 
tion Act. The proposal to increase the 
poll tax has been dropped and, instead, 
the province is to be given 51) per cent, 
of the annual collections. 

Officers commanding the four regi- 
ments have been instructed to afford of- 
ficers and men of their commands an op- 
portunity to assign part of their pay to 
relatives and friends in Canada. 

Superintendent Wood of Dawson is to 
be made assistant commander of the 
Mounted Police, with a salary of $1,(100. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier spoke of him as a 
most competent officer. 

'Mr. Kaulbach today called attention 
to the report of the formation of an At- 
lantic shipping combine and the report 
that it was trying to coerce Canada in 
regard to immigration rates. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that he 
did not think there was much danger 
to Canadian interests at present. If the 
United States congress chose to pass 
laws regarding United States shipping, 
he was afraid this country was power- 
less to prevent it. As to Canadian rail- 
roads, he thought they would not be in- 
jured, and Canada would lie able to 
keep them for herself.

RUSSIAN TROUBLES. 

Labor Movement Is Assuming Danger- 
ous Proportions. 

St. Petersburg, April 24. — The minister 
of the interior, M. von Plehwe, has gone 
south in order to possibly investigate the 
disorders in southern Russia. Reliable 
information received here from Moscow 
shows that the labor movement there 
has assumed most dangerous forms. 
There have never been so many factory 
tires in Moscow and ill the southern 
provinces, supposedly of incendiary ori- 
gin, as during the past few weeks, and 
factories have been placarded with Box- 
er-like posters, calling on the workmen 
to rise up against the "foreign devils." 
as the foreign managers and foremen are 
termed. These posters further declare 
that "cold steel and hot lead are cheap." 

The managers referred to have been 
subjected to various indignities on the 
part of their own employees. The Eng- 
lish words "foreign devils" are fre- 
quently heard in the streets.

Dally Express Imagines Canada 
Will Allow Shipping Trust 
Coerce rier. 



■London, April 25.— The 'Dally Express 
publishes two flaring columns under the 
Heading: "Splitting the limpire-Morgan 
Trust to Control Canada." 

The article alleges that Canada will 
be coerced to accept the terms of the 
new shipping trust. Its rates Ho emi J 
grants will be lixed by the trust, its emi- 
grants compelled to travel on steamers 
or' the trust, and failing this, commer- 
cial war will be declared. 

The Express anticipates that the trust 
will secure absolute command of Cana- 
dian ports anil railways. Other alarm- 
ists prints are elaborately dealt with. 

Colonel Deuison, who is here, urgeq 
that the British and Canadian govern- 
ments to run a competing line, tax 
everything the trust vessels bring to 
(ireat Britain, letting everything that 
the Anglo-Canadian line brings enter 
free. 

The 'Outlook says that it thinks the 
steamship business is most vulnerable 
to competition, and the worst industry, 
that could be selected as the subject of 
a trust. 

The Saturday Review takes the mat- 
ter of the steamship combine seriously, 
and makes it the text of a long and bit- 
ter anti-American sermon. It says it 
feels sure that all the British vessels 
in the combine will ultimately pass to 
the United States Hag, and it declares 
that tho nation will now be compelled 
to step in and save its very existence. 
In the first place, the Saturday Review 
says the agreement must be published 
with their full conditions. Then secret 
or postponed rebates must be made il- 
legal ami the British merchant must be 
made a free man again. It may become 
necessary to cancel all differential rates 
in favor of foreigners, while the whole- 
sale disposal of British shipping lines 
ought to require the consent of the gov- 
ernment.

UNITED STATES STEEL TRUST. 

Proposal to Retire Preferred Stock and 
Issue Bonds. 

Now York, April 25— The stockhold 
ins of the United 'States Steel corpora' 
tion received today r. circular letter of 
the corporation Betting forth the terms 
nuder which it is proposed to retire 
£200,000,000 of the 7 per cent, preferred 
stock and issue $250,000,000 of 5 per 
cent, bonds, thereby increasing the bond- 
ed list from ,?3OO,'0OO,O00 to .$550,000, 
000. Accompanying this circular was a 
report of the finance committee .which 
sets forth in detail the various reasons 
why the refunding plan should be ap- 
proved, together with a series of resolu 
lions reciting how the plan is to be car- 
ried out. The stockholders' report, sign- 
ed by President. Schwab and Chairman 
Cany, says in part: 

"In February, 11H)1, various subsidiary 
companies had under contemplation, and 
in many cases actually had begun the 
construction of additions to their plants, 
which in come instance would have 
duplicated the facilities of other subsid- 
iary companies. The aggregate of these 
contemplated expenditures was some- 
thing like $50,000,000. .Much that at the 
time of organization it was hoped might 
'be accomplished in the way of avoiding 
wastful expenditures for unnecessary 
enlargement of plants has lieen accom- 
plished by co-operation among the sev- 
eral companies, enabling one to utilize 
the facilities of the other. However, 
owing largely to advance commitments 
it was impossible to stop all construc- 
tion at the time your corporation was or- 
ganized, and in order to fiiush work then 
already under way, cash payments have 
been made during the year to the amount 
of .>15,000,000. 

"It was not possible then to determine 
how much of the contemplated expendi- 
ture of about $50,000,000 would have to 
be made, nor in advance of sufficient ex- 
perience would it have been wise to cap- 
italize any part of the $15,000,000 that 
have been actually expended. Within 
the next few months will fall due pay- 
ments aggregating about $10,000,000 for 
properties purchased almost immediately 
after your corporation was organized. 

The finance committee are unanimous 
in support of the executive committee's 
recommendations and believe that, as de- 
sired by the executive committee, $25,- 
000,000 should l>e made available for im- 
provements. Tho finance committee also 
recommends capitalizing both the $15,-

"After discussion with some of the 
principal stockholders it appeared prac- 
ticable to arrange your corporation's 
capitalization, which in round numbers 
now consists of $.",00,000,000 of bonds. 
$000,000,000 of preferred stock and 
.S>00,000,000 of common stock, bv sub- 
stituting for .$200,000,000 of the pre- 
ferred stock. .$200,000,000 of the sinking 
fund s CO-year 5 per cent, mortgage gold 
bonds and by selling $50,000,000 addi- 
tional bunds of such issue for cash As 
the preferred stork carried 7 per cent, 
dividends while the . 'bonds would bear 
but 5 per cent interest, the .$50,000,000 
desired could in this way lie added to 
the corporation's resources and the ag- 
gregate of tho annual charges for inter- 
est and dividends instead of being in- 
n-eased .S'S.500,000 rt-ould lie decreased 
$1,500,000, as compared with the pres- 
ent sum total of these two require- 
ments.

difficulties under which 'Canadian boats 
plying to the Yukon, as compared with 
American boats, labor are very real and 
very obvious. The Canadian bottom can 
take freight only to one American port 
while the American boat can take a mixed 
cargo for all American ports and collect 
return freight in the same way. This 
disadvantage in transportation has mili- 
tated very severely against Victoria and 
Vancouver, and through them, 'Eastern 
Canadian cities in securing their due 
share of the Yukon trade. A mail subsidy 
will certainly help to mitigate the effects 
of this discrimination, and have a most 
beneficial influence in improving the com- 
mercial relations between the two sec- 
tions of Canada, an iutluence which will 
bo increased by the better mail service 
thus procurable. The position of the 
West Coast of Vancouver 'Island is rath- 
er different, but nevertheless it is one 
wherein a mail subsidy will have even a 
more directly favorable result. This 
portion of the Island is in its initial 
stages of development. It has not yet 
provided a local trade sufficient to main- 
tain a first class steamer serrice. At 
the same time, through not having a 
first class steamer service its develop- 
ment is retarded. At such a juncture a 
mail subsidy is exactly what is required 
to secure a better service and thus more 
rapidly bring about the time when no 
subsidy will be necessary. If Senator 
Templeman requires any assistance in 
pressing these considerations home upon 
the Dominion government it should cer 
tn inly lie accorded him by every one in 
terested in the fostering of the trade and 
commerce of British Columbia seaports.

A NEW iPROOUCT. 

Yesterday the first pig lead ever made 
in Canada was produced at the C. P. R. 
refinery at Trail. We understand that 
the plant at Trail is only an experimen- 
tal one, whose construction was under- 
taken with a view of seeing whether the 
'British Columbia producer of lead could 
not be relieved to some extent from the 
intolerable conditions imposed on him 
by the United States Smelting Trust. 
It is to be hoped that the experiment 
will prove a success, and that the home 
market will be secured for one of the 
most important products of 'British Co- 
lumbia, one also which is produced no 
where else in the Dominion. The un- 
fair incidence of the tariff as it affects 
British Columbia cannot be more strik- 
ingly shown than in the duties imposed 
on the products of lead. The people of 
British Columbia are under a heavy 
tariff in everything they consume, but 
havo little or no protection on anything 
they produce. We produce enough lead 
ore to provide the wholeTCnnarliau mar- 
ket with piglead, lead pipe, shot, white 
lead, red lead, and all other products of 
lead, and still have a surplus for ex- 
port. Yet our mines are drained of 
their ore upon ruinous terms to the pro- 
ducer, in order to feed foreign industry, 
which re-exports the product to Canada. 
■For instance, Canada imports about S,- 
000 tons of white lead per annum from 
Germany at a duty of 5 per cent. Last 
year the St. Eugene mine sent about the 
half of that to Antwerp in the form of 
ore, and no doubt much thnt was smelt- 
ed and refined in San Francisco in bond 
was sent to Germany also, there to be 
manufactured into white lead and sent- 
back to Canada. There should be no 
need of that. If there was an adequate 
duty on white lead coming into Canada 
there would bo white lead and paint 
works in 'the East and active mines in 
the West at a huge saving to the coun- 
try. Through the short sighted ideas 
of the Dominion government the largest 
and richest silver lend mine in 'North 
America save one, the Silver King mine 
in Utah, is lying idle today. This is 
not politics, it is common sense. 



MAIL SUBSIDIES. 

It is n pleasure for once to deal with 
something which touches on politics but 
is not political. We refer to the duty 
of every public body and representative 
institution to hold up the' hands of Sena- 
tor Templeman in his endeavors to secure 
better postal facilities between British 
Columbia ports and the Yukon, and 
also between Victoria and the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island by means 
of stea'mboat subsidies to be granted by 
the Dominion government. We had oc- 
casion a few days ago to refer to the ul- 
timate relation between business and the 
postollice as illustrated by the dear mag- 
azine postage between Canada and Great 
Britain as compared witli the cheap 
magazine postage between Canada nml 
the United States. When the question 
of facility of transportation enters into 
the discussion thnt relation becomes still 
more important and vital to the busi- 
ness interests of the community; The

ERROR FROM IGNORANCE OR DESIGN 

Sir,— It appears to me that the difficult- 
ies uiul discussions connected with defining 
and locating tin,' boundary »r line of demar- 
cation between British Columbia and Alas- 
ka, have arisen from one or both of the 
t'01 .owing causes, namely: Either from a 
iiils'imdeistandlng of the Interpretation of 
the treaty from its starting point at the 
southern end of Prince of Wales Island to 
the Hist meridian of longitude, near Mount 
Ellas; or In changing the line of direction, 
or In fuel, misquoting the treaty or Ignor- 
ing It altogether; or by so chancing the 
'boundary line, so that a claim has been 
framed by the United States, which de- 
prives Itritlsh Columbia of her former 
frontier, Including island and fisheries, etc., 
occupying an area approximately npwarda 
of thirty thousand square miles. It Is as- 
tounding und scarcely credible that a cent- 
Ionian of the lute Mr. Bayard's position and 
attainments (secretary of state for the 
United States), could or would make such 
statements as he did In his letter of In- 
structions to his ambassador In London in 
18815, requesting from Lord Salisbury the 
appointment of a Joint commission to define 
and locate the boundary line. The Joint 
commission was granted and commissioners 
appointed on each side. They met nt Que- 
bec, but failed to agree on the International 
line. They next met In Washington, and 
again failed to agree, and adjourned, In 
which state they remain until this date. 

The chairman of the commission. Lord 
Herschell, died In Washington soon after 
tin- adjournment, much regretted by both 
pasties of the commission. Ills successor 
has not as yet been appointed. Our neigh- 
bors from the United States, however, are 
busy at work on their claim, as If fairly 
settled. Erecting salmon canneries, fishing 
with trap nets, collecting revenue and ex- 
ercising sovereignty, etc., over the thirty 
thousand square miles— equal to an area 
of nearly twenty million square miles — Ig- 
noring the treaty altogether! 

This Is an International affair which af- 
fects the British Empire and all Canadian 
subjects; but more especially the residents 
»t' British Columbia, who are In the fore- 
ground. It Is a non-political question and 
Interests "Whig and Tory" alike. On it- 
Just settlement depends greatly the com- 
mercial progress of Itritlsh Columbia. Tills 
province requires the protection and devel- 
opment of Its trade, fisheries, etc. Our ag- 
resslve neighbors to the south of us are 
well aware of the value to them strateg- 
ically and commercially "f the reg'on 
claimed. Its valuable timber, mines and 
fisheries, etc., they fire ondenvorlng to ..li- 
taln in perpetuity by "hook or hv crook." 
Probably it may be considered harsh |ndg- 
ment to Impale Mr. lbiyanl's letter referred 
to, on the "design" born of the error, a 
perusal of his letter, however, with Its 
mysterious assertions, will Justify the ver- 
dict.

At yesterday's sitting of tlie Select 
committee appointed to Inquire into the 
charges against .Mr. J. D. Graham, gold 
commissioner of Atlin. the evidence of 
four witnesses from Atlin was taken ID 
regard to the value of the buildings pur- 
chased by the commissioner for the kg. 
U ion hospital and the cost of their re- 
moval from the town to the hospital site. 

It is charged that the price paid for 
the building, viz.: $750, was exorb tout, 
and that the real owner, orjatt wraw 
of the buildings, was tne commissioner 
himself. Mr. Sawers, who is appearing 
in support of his charges, closed us ease 
on he previous day, and when the com- 
mittee adjourned yesterday Mr Be yea, 
attorney for Mr. Graham, stated that 
had only four more witnesses to ™»- - 1 1 
next sitting of the committee will bo on 
Monday, when it is quite possible that 
the ina'uiry will be concluded. 

\V Fair, examined by Mr. DBelyea, said 
that he was to Atlin in 1001,. and helped 
c move the larger building in question 
o the site of the hospital. It was moved 
on the 25th of April, and there was a 
considerable amount of snow on the 
ground. On the cordoroy road the snow 
fa™ over four feet deep, and the removn 
of the building necessitated n mViid 
of shovel work. The contract for tht 
removal was taken by Olaf, who charged 
S150 for the job. It was not an exor- 
bitant price. About 11 men were em- 
ployed, and the work took about 21 
hours. The men received ?4 per day of 
Sine hours. They had tried to carry the 
b Id ing on a sleigh with horses, but ow- 
ing to the depth of the snow the attemtp 
failed The building was a nice one. 
He knew that tmTnrst fever patient had 
been put In this building and stay d 
there for about 12 days. Afterwards 
when two more patients arrived and . 
larger hospital was required, the tent 
,vas put up for their accommodation 

Cross-examined by Mr. S™" 8 },,^ 
witness stated that in April, lUOl, tne.i 
were a number of buildings vacant, but 
very few lit to live in. He had hunted 
all over the camp for a place for him- 
self He had seen ,Mr. Bickle, who told 
him he had a house, but ho was afraid 
the rent, which was $20, would be too 
much for witness. Another man lie had 
seen wanted $500 for a log house on 
Third street, which was not floored. 

By Mr. Belyea— If the hospital build- 
ing had been his he would not have cared 
to sell it for six or seven hundred dol- 
lars. It was as good a building of its 
size as any in Atlin. 

By Mr. Sawers— He included the land 
oil which the building stood in his valua; 
lion He understood that he could have 
oVJI'ulned Bicklo's building if he had cared 
to pay the rent. 

Captain It, Thompson said he was in 
Atlin from July until the end of Octob- 
er, 19(H). 'Mr. Mason and he had rented 
the building in question for three month' 
at $20 per month. Mr. Mason had paid 
the rent, and he had not personally been 
concerned in (ho rental except that he 
mild his share to Mr. Mason. He had 
supposed the building to belong to Mr. 
(irnham, but he did not know how he got 
that impression, it was a comfortable 
building, lined with ship lathes am! cloth, 
nnddouble Hoored with tongue and groove 
boards. Afterwards .Mr. Mason and ho 
bought a lot south of the government 
buildings for $75, on which they had in- 
truded lo build a house about half as 
big again as the building they rented. 
He liad made inquiries as to the cost of 
sue!-, ii building, and the ifigurc quoted 
wes $1,100. The building they rented 
was in (he best ofllcp locality in the town. 

By Mr. Snwers— The lot lie had bought 
for. '$75 had a ricUetty log cabin on it, 
'I'lic cabin was not inhabitable in tiie cold' 
weather. It was built of cotton wood 
ami was very draughty. He had under? 
stood that the building he rented belong- 
ed to Mr. Graham. 

By Mr. Helyoa— He really knew noth- 
ing about the ownership of the building. 
He recognized the receipts for the rent 
signed by 10. W. Biekle as those Mr. 
Mason had shown him in Atlin. 

Ocorge Stelby deposed that he was in 
Atlin in '99. He bad bought some prop- 
erty there which he afterwards sold. The 
photograph shown him of the smaller of 
the two buildings purchased by Mr. Gra- 
ham showed a building similar lo one 
bo bad built. It. had cost him $150. It 
was erected originally near the corner 
of Pearl street, and was occupied by a 
barber who paid him $7 a week rent for 
it. The situation was one of the best 
in the town for business. Eventually he 
sold the building, together with the right 
to the lot on which first payment had 
been made, to Mr. Bickle, for $200; The 
iirst payment on the land was about .?70. 

Archibald Cameron testified that lie 
hnd assisted in moving the larger build- 
ing to the hospital site. He corroborat- 
ed the evidence of Mr. Fair in regard to 
the difficulties of that operation. 

A Shields, formerly mnnagor for flic 
British America Corporation in Atlin, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the larger build- 
ing in question was worth, as it stood 
on Third street, $700, and that ttjickle 
had been the owner of it. 

Mr. Belyea then asked for an adjourn- 
ment until iMondny, in order that Mr. 
djowery, one of the appraisers of the 
buildings, aud Mr. Dimsdale. who had 
acted as government appraiser in '99, 
might attend to give evidence. 

The committee accordingly adjourned 
at noon.

District Order in Connection 
With Shooting at Clover 
Point Range. 



Lt.-Col. Holmes, D.O.C., has taken 
steps tn remedy a serious complaint tb.it 
has been made for years in connection 
with rifle shooting at the Clover Point 
rifle range. The complaint has been 
that tin.' riflemen have continued firing 
us steamers were passing behind the 
butts. To stop this Col. Holmes has is- 
sued the following order: 

Complaint having been made that 
firing lias been carried on while vessels 
or boats have, been within the danger 
/one, the following rules must in future 
be strictly adhered to; should a vessel 
or 'boat arrive within the iViiluwing 
bounds tiring must cease until she leaves: 

Distance beyond targets, 2,000 yards- 
Bounded the right nnd left as follows by 
a line drawn from the centre of the fir- 
ing point by the range officer: 

200 to -100 yards— On the right, the 
flagstaff; on the left, the lirst telephone 
pole. 

500 to S00 yards— On the right, high 
water mark; on the left, the fourth tele- 
phone pole. 

000 to 1,000 yards— On the right, low 
water murk; on the left, the fourth tele- 
phone ik)1c. 

On no account must firing be carried 
on at more than one range at one time. 

No person is to be allowed between the 
firing points and the markers' butt while- 
firing is being carried on., 

It is requested that nay infraction of 
these rules tuny he promptly reported in 
writing to this ottice.

Three Sailing Vessels Reach 
Port From Honflkong^- 
Other Movements. 



Captain and Hunters of the 
Vera Leave Her Off Oregon 
Coast. 



There were three arrivals in the Royal 
Roads from the deep sea yesterday and 
all came from Hongkong. The Visurgis, 
a German ship, which is in 'ballast, here 
for orders, made the passage from the 
China port in T>1 days; the Duns Law, 
Capt. Nichol, occupied 5.""> days in mak- 
ing the passage, and the bark Invermay, 
Capt. Lament, was 79 days from Hong- 
kong. All three vessels had some rough 
weather in the China sen, "being storm- 
tossed by the northeast monsoons. The 
Visurgis had three days of very heavy 
weather when 200 miles east of Van 
Dieinan's straits, and from US north, 
1C0 east to 42 north, li>0 east, a heavy 
easterly gale was encountered for two 
days, and on last Friday, when about 
2G0 miles off the Straits, heavy weather 
was experienced. The Invermay, which 
is in ballast, chartered to load lumber at 
Hastings mills for •Melbourne, had a 
moderate passage, encountering very 
similar weather conditions to the Ger- 
man ship, and the Duns Law had an un- 
eventful passage, after experiencing the 
monsoons in the China sens. 

The Norwegian ship Prince Louis, 
which is expected today from Vancou- 
ver, will ship a crew of 1-t men here, and 
a crow will be sent from Victoria for 
the Clias. B. Kenny, which is expected 
to complete loading about the first of 
next week. The Kenny is loading coal 
at Ladysmith for the Hawaiian islands. 
The schooner Forester has about com- 
pleted loading her cargo of props at Den- 
man island for Santa Rosalia, and is ex- 
pected in the Royal Bonds in a few days. 
The Florence is about ready at Comox 
witli coal for Dutch harbor". The ship 
Peter Iredale, which came from Austra- 
lia via Honolulu to seek a charter, has 
been fixed to load wheat for the United 
Kingdom at Tacoma, and the tug Ta- 
coma, which brought in the Invermay 
and Duns Law yesterday, went to Port 
Angeles to tow the 'Peter Iredale to the 
Sound. 

There are three ships loading lumber 
at Chemninus nnd another will arrive 
there next week. The Ostarn, Star of 
Bengal and Sonoma are loading, and tile 
King Cyrus, which is having her rudder 
repaired at Port Blakeley, will be towed 
over from here. The Challenger and 
J. D. Everett are loading lumber on Bur- 
rnrd inlet, and the coal carriers Gather- 
er and Eclipse are 'both loading coal for 
San Francisco at Lndysmith, and the 
ship Santa Clara, which had such an ex- 
perience during the Christmas night 
gale, is on the way up from San Fran- 
cisco. She is now due, being out 1-3 days. 



THREE SHIPS— THREE TUGS. 

How Competition Is Kept Up In Towing 
Business. 

Out at the Cape there is a tug which 
runs in opposition to the fleet of the 
Puget Sound 'Tugboat company. She 
had a hard time. The tug Sea Lion 
makes herself the special tormentor of 
this opposition tugboat, and when a sail 
is seen the faster Sea Lion usually out- 
steams the opposition boat. On Thurs- 
day night there were three ships off the 
Cape, nnd there were three tugs. The 
Sea Lion picked up the Visurgis, and the 
Tacoma and the Hoyden were left. It 
seemed that the opposition steamer would 
got a tow, but no. The Tacoma picked 
up first the Duns Law nnd then the In- 
vermay, too, and brought in both, while 
the Boyden waits for the next.

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:150 
p. m; 

Kev. J. II. S. Sweet said prayer. 

A. petition was received from certain 
residents of North Victoria asking that 
the by-election for that constituency he, 
brought on forthwith. 

Mr. Molirldc urged that the prayer of 
the petition be granted. 

Mr. MoPliilUps was proceeding in a 
similar strain when Hon. (Jol. Prior rais- 
ed a point of order. 

Mr. Hunter pointed out that the recep- 
tion of a petition was not a debatable 
question, if the petition was in proper 
form the House wae bound to receive it. 
It appeared to him that honorable mem- 
bers opposite were trying to impede the 
business of the House by useless discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the debate out of 
order. 

'FIRST HEADINGS. 

The following bills were introduced and 
read u .lirst time: 

Air. Ourtis— An act respecting Decep- 
tion in Procuring Workmen or 'Em- 
ployees. ' i -'itV 

Mr. .Martin— To amend the Provincial 
Elections' Act. 

FOUKSHOHE MIGHTS. 

Mr. .Murphy resumed the debate on 
Mr. McBride's motion of censure re- 
garding foreshore rights. He resented 
Mr. Hunter's insinuations against the 
lawyers on the opposition side. That 
gentleman had claimed that the opposi- 
tion iiad proved nothing against the gov- 
ernment, hut lie maintained that they 
had. If it was wise to reserve the fore- 
sliore rights ten years ago, why should 
the government now open the reserve 
and throw these concessions open under 
the provisions of the Hands' Act. He 
claimed that the opening of the reserve 
was tiot oniy unwise, but inopportune, 
coming as it did at a time when there 
was almost a crisis in the canning in- 
dustry. The government had aekuowl- 
edged that they would consider recent 
applications — to deal with them on tho 
basis of first come lirst served. Tho op- 
position deducted from this that the gov- 
ernment would favor their friends. It 
seemed clear that they proposed to dis- 
poso of these rights under the provisions 
of the .Lauds' Act. Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir 
bad so stated. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — "I did not say 
so. I said those applications would re- 
ceive recognition." 

■Mr. Murphy proceeded to argue that 
the opposition had proved that the gov- 
ernment were prepared to make grants 
to political friends in return for assis- 
tance in the Victoria by-election. The 
opposition condemned the government 
for their proposal to dispose of these 
rights under the Lands' Act. Even if 
the government brought down a special 
bill dealing with the question, the op- 
position could claim credit for forcing 
them to such action. The opposition 
did jiot advocate giving these rights to 
tho canning combine or to any other par- 
ticular class, but they insisted that they 
should ho so dealt with as to benefit 
the province at large to the greatest 
possible extent. They should lie so 
uiiinaged as to become a permanent 
.source of revenue and at the same time 
stimulate competition in the .fishery in- 
dustry. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts said a bill, which lie 
bad in his hand, had been drafted and 
in the. printer's hands before Mr. Mc- 
liride's notice was put on the notice 
paper. (Applause.) 

Mr. Murphy concluded by claiming 
that the bill had been forced by the 
action of the opposition. 

Mr. Oliver congratulated the opposi- 
tion on their course. Section 41 of the 
Lands' Act gave the Lieutenant-'Gover- 
Hor-in-Couwcil power to grant Rises of 
the foreshore, and it was proper that 
the wisdom of parting with these valu- 
able concessions tinder tho provisions of 
that act should be criticised, us such ac- 
tion was not calculated to safeguard 
the interests of the province. While ho 
commended the opposition on bringing the 
matter so prominently before the House, 
be was not prepared to support the mo- 
tion. 'He moved in amendment: That 
in the opinion of the House no foreshore 
rights should be dispose!] of except by 
open competition, and under such con- 
ditions that will ensure the use and (oc- 
cupation of the same, and such restric- 
tions as will prevent monopoly and the 
employment of Chinese and Jupanese. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the amendment out 
of order as dictating the policy of the 
government.

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Prior's declaration that personally he

Whereas the Dominion government in 
1807 issued a commission to T. G. Itoth- 
woll, Esq., of Ottawa, to inquire fully 
into the matter, and the said T. G. 
Uothwcll, niter a full inquiry, at which 
all persons interested were represented 
by counsel, reported that I ho claims 
of the said settlers were well founded; 
and 

Whereas tho provincial government is- 
sued a commission to Hon. 10 1 i Harri- 
son, jr., in 1000, to inquire into the mat- 
tor, and tho said Hon. Eli Harrison, jr., 
alter inquiry into the matter, but with- 
out the aid of counsel, reported against 
the claims of the settlors; and 

Whereas the claims of the said set- 
tlers should be udj'istod; 

Bo it therefore resolved, that in the 
opinion of this House the government 
should take their grievances into imme- 
diate consideration. 

Speaking to his resolution, Mr. Haw- 
thornthwaito appealed to the members 
of the House for support for his mo- 
tion. He pleaded on behalf Of a num- 
ber of deserving persona to whom he 
felt convinced a wrong had been done. 
II..' felt confident that the majority, of 
the members of the House were actuat- 
ed with a desire to do right anil justice 
to all classes of the community. The 
question which he brought before the 
House was not n political one, and he 
did not wish to embarrass tho govern- 
ment by his resolution. That the settlors 
had right on their side was acknowledg- 
ed by some of the most prominent pub- 
lic men am' lawyers in Canada, includ- 
ing Sir H'iifriiJ 'Laurier, 'Hon. David 
Mills, Mr. William Muloek, Mr. Thomas 
White and many others. 

Ho proceeded to trace the history of 
the trouble from its inception, at the 
time of the 'Union, up [o the present, 
showing that these settlers had located 
on the lands in good faith, but in the 
negotiations which took place between 
the governments of the Dominion and 
the province they had been deprived of 
their rights and, despite all their efforts 
and representations, those rights had 
never been restored. Their rights were 
fully recognized by the Union Act nud 
subsequently in the Settlement Acts, but 
later, when the land grant was made 
to the E. & X. railway, those rights 
were ignored. 

Mr. Hawtliornthwaito adjourned the 
debate as (! o'clock approached.

TOWNSITE OF FERNIE. 

Hon Mr. Wells moved the second 
reading of a bill to Confirm an Agree- 
ment Between the Government and the 
Crow's Nest Bass Coal Company respect- 
in- certain lots in the Townsite of per- 
nio The bill provides for the -ratifica- 
tion of an agreement through winch the 
jrovernment receives $lo,800 in cash and 
i certain number of lots in the townsite. 

Mr 'Martin said the company bad gone 
into possession of the townsite, knowing 
it was crown land and bad sold lots with 
their eves open to the- fact that they 
were the property of the government. 
Xow it was proposed to allow taem to 
pay for the lots at a valuation based 
on their value before any town wis 
there, or any improvements had been 
made. He could not agree with that

Mr. A. W. Smith moved the adjourn 
ment of the debate. 

P. N. & O. RAILWAY. 

The House went into committee of tho 
whole to consider a bill to amend the 
Pacific Northern & Omineca Railway 
Act, Mr. Hnyward in the chair. 

Section 2 provides that the company 
may issue bonds not exceeding .'silo, 000 
per' mile of railway. 'Mr. Curtis moved 
an amendment to limit the bond issue to 
the cost price of the railway when com- 
pleted. 

Mr. Ellison said tho engineer's esti- 
mates showed that the road would cost 
over S.'SO.IKMl per mile. This company 
was about the only one which had done 
anything towards railway building in the 
province since last session. They had 
bad engineering parties in the field for 
the purpose of discussing the most feasi- 
ble route and had come to the conclu- 
sion that the lirst estimate of $20,000 
per mile would not build the road. They 
asked only fair play and the same pow- 
ers that had boon granted to other rail- 
ways. 

'Mr. MoPhillips did not believe in ham- 
pering railway companies by placing un- 
workable provisions in their charters. Ho 
would oppose the amendment. 

Mr. Oliver thought the company 
should 'no able to raise money sufficient 
to build tho road by the Male of their 
-stock and from the government bonus. 

Mr. 'Martin was opposed to granting 
railway companies power to make ex- 
cessive bond issues. It was a wrong 
principle, but unfortunately the House 
did not seem ready to accept bis views. 
Still tho company, in this instance, had 
given proof of good faith— they had 
.siient considerable money in preliminary 
work and, in fact, seemed the most in 
earnest of any company which had come 
before the Railway committee. He 
could not support tho amendment, as 
it was only a method towards putting a 
.most effectual stumbling block in the 
way of the company securing money to 
■build the road. Of what use would their 
Joan be when the road was complet- 
ed, what they wanted, and what should 
,be granted them, was the power to bor- 
row sutllciont money with which to be- 
gin and carry out the work of construc- 
tion. 

After some further discussion the com- 
mittee rose and reported progress. 
VANCOUVER AND WESTMINSTER 

In tho absence of Mr. Garden, Mr. 
'Martin moved the second reading of a 
bill to amend the Vancouver & Westmin- 
ster Railway Act, and explained that 
the company had satisfied the Railway 
committee of their good faith in asking 
for an extension of time for one year, 
and the committee had recommended 
accordingly. 

The second reading was agreed to. 
VICTORIA AND SEYMOUR NAR- 
ROWS. 

■Mr. Hall moved the second reading 
of the Victoria & Seymour Narrows 
Railway company bill. 

.Mr. Neill said the description of the 
proposed route was rather vague. Sec- 
tion 2 provided: "The company may lay 
out, construct, and operate a railway of 
the gauge of four feet eight and one- 
half inches, from the said city of Vic- 
toria; thence by way of Nanaiiuo city 
and Alberui to a point in the vicinity ofi 
Seymour Narrows or Elk Bay."

Mr. Hall said he had no information 
on the subject. 

Mr. Hunter pointed out that the bill 
only provided for the issuing of bonds to 
the extent of $30,000 per mile. Till 
he held, wa<s far too little to build tho 
mad, and it would effectually prevent 
the company raising money for construe 
lion purposes. Suppose the company 
borrowed that amount und afterwards 
found it would not nearly cover the 
cost of building, (lie road what would 
be tho result. He thought the provision 
should be struck out. 

Mr. Martin pointed out that in similar 
circumstances it had boon the custom in 
Canada to grant the railway extended 
borrowing powers, 

Mr. McBride criticized the introducer 
of the bill and the government until he 
was reminded by Mr. Speaker that he 
was not on the hustings. He declared 
the bill was introduced for political ef- 
fect, and that there was no intention of 
building the railway. He could not op- 
pose the second reading, though he de- 
precated the reckless way in which it, 
had been introduced. 

Mr. McUhillips strongly objected 1 to 
the hill, because there was no provision 
as to when tho railway should bo conn 
pleted. Do opposed it on several other 
grounds, and attacked the government, 
accusing them of trying to hoodwink tho 
people of Victoria with. a bogus scheme, 
but, Bnally like his leader, Mr. McBride, 
announced his intention of voting for the; 
second reading. 

The bill was then read a second time 
without opposition.
